REPORT  OF  THE  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 

Held  March  6,  1948 


At  the  Annual  Business  Meeting  held  at  the  Ripley  Road  School 
at  2:00  o'clock  p.m.,  March  6,  1948,  the  following  articles  were 
contained  in  the  Warrant  and  acted  upon  as  recorded: 

Checkers  previously  appointed  for  entrance  by  the  Selectmen 
and  sworn  in  by  Town  Clerk  William  H.  Morris  at  1:00  o'clock  p.m., 
were  Mary  N.  Grassie,  Rosilla  Trott,  Mamie  F.  Keegan,  and  Louise 
S.  Jason. 

The  meeting  was  opened  at  2:10  o'clock  p.m.  by  the  Moderator, 
and  the  Town  Clerk  proceeded  to  read  the  call  of  the  meeting.

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REPORT   OF  THE    SALARY   SURVEY   COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Cohasset: 

This  committee  was  appointed,  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of 
the  Town  at  the  Annual  Meeting  in  March,  1947,  "to  make  a  study 
of  salaries  and  wages  paid  to  Town  employees,  and  the  structure  of 
our  Town  government,  and  to  report  its  findings  and  recommen- 
dations to  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting."  Our  first  meeting  was 
held  on  March  27,  1947,  since  which  time  we  have  met  at  approxi- 
mately two  weeks  intervals  except  during  the  summer  months,  for 
a  total  of  22  meetings. 

Our  first  concern  was  to  determine  the  scope  of  our  authority. 
"To  make  a  study  of  salaries  and  wages"  was  clear  enough,  but  to 
study  and  make  recommendations  of  ''The  structure  of  our  Town 
government"  seemed  like  such  a  broad  assignment  that  we  sought 
an  opinion  from  the  Town  Counsel.  On  his  advice  that  our  author- 
ity was  largely  dependent  on  our  own  interpretation  of  the  wording 
of  the  Article  in  the  Warrant  under  which  we  had  been  appointed, 
we  proceeded  to  investigate  in  some  detail  the  workings  of  the 
various  Town  departments,  the  duties  of  the  officials  and  other 
employees,  the  salaries  and  wages  paid  by  the  Town,  and  the  struc- 
ture of  the  Town  government. 

Since  the  Article  was  inserted  in  the  Warrant  at  the  request 
of  the  Finance  Committee,  and  since  two  members  of  the  Finance 
Committee  were  appointed  as  members  of  this  committee,  we  real- 
ized that  the  main  purpose  was  that  the  matter  of  salaries  and 
wages  should  have  broader  and  more  thorough  study  than  is  pos- 
sible in  the  first-of-the-year  Finance  Committee  meetings  which 
must  necessarily  cover  all  departmental  budgets  and  many  special 
Articles  in  a  short  space  of  time.  As  you  know,  the  salaries  of 
elected  officials  are  determined  by  the  vote  of  the  people  at  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting,  whereas  those  of  appointed  officials  are 
set  by  those  who  appoint  them,  in  most  cases  the  Selectmen.  Under 
our  interpretation  of  our  duties,  however,  we  assumed  that  we 
should  give  equal  attention  to  the  salaries  and  wages  in  both  groups, 
with  a  view  to  judging  the  fairness  of  the  remuneration  of  all 
employees.  We  did  not,  however,  consider  the  School  Department, 
since  salaries  here  are  under  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  the  School 
Committee. 

The  fairness  of  the  pay  of  one  employee  depends  partly,  of 
course,  on  its  relation  to  the  pay  of  others,  but  many  other  factors 
also  have  a  bearing  on  the  question.  What  wages,  for  example, 
would  similar  ability  and  similar  hours  of  work  command  in  other 
towns  more  or  less  like  Cohasset?  What  would  the  town  employee 
performing  the  duties  of  particular  office  reasonably  expect  to 
earn  from  similar  work  in  private  industry?  Has  the  pay  been 
adjusted  for  changes  in  the  duties,  responsibilities,  and  hours  of 
service  required?  Have  adjustments  been  made  for  changes  in  the 
cost  of  living,  either  up  or  down? 

It  seemed  to  us  that  the  logical  way  to  form  an  opinion  on 
these  matters — both  salaries  and  the  structure  of  Town  government 
— would  be  to  have  the  benefit  of  the  opinions  of  those  who  oper- 
ate the  various  departments.  We  therefore  requested  that  the 
heads  of  departments  and  other  officials  and  employees  meet  indi- 
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vidually  with  us  and  inform  us  as  completely  as  possible  in  regard 
to  their  respective  jobs.  In  this  procedure  we  had  the  complete 
cooperation  of  those  from  whom  we  were  seeking  information,  and 
all  of  us  gained  further  insight  into  the  way  Town  affairs  are 
handled.  We  could  not  but  conclude  that  on  the  whole  the  Town's 
business  is  ably  managed  by  a  conscientious  group  of  people  who 
are  well  aware  of  the  responsibilities  of  public  service. 

It  was  not  so  easy,  however,  for  us  to  reach  a  conclusion  on 
the  question  of  whether  or  not  the  citizens  of  the  Town  are  justly 
rewarding  those  who  serve  them  with  exactly  the  proper  salary 
for  each  individual  job.  Over  the  years  the  pay  of  town  employees 
in  New  England  is  determined  not  by  any  scientific  calculation, 
but  by  common-sense  cooperation  between  the  citizens  and  the  em- 
ployees. The  alternative  to  this  rather  hit-or-miss  method  of  fixing 
remuneration,  we  believe,  is  to  appropriate  funds  to  retain  outside 
professionals  who  specialize  in  analyzing  municipal  salaries  and 
wages.  In  our  opinion  this  alternative  is  the  only  means  of  obtain- 
ing a  complete  and  unprejudiced  report  on  this  subject.  In  other 
towns  Salary  Committees  such  as  ours  have  labored  long  and  drawn 
up  carefully  thought-out  salary  schedules  only  to  find  that  they 
were  unacceptable  to  the  voters,  or,  when  adopted,  were  soon  forgot- 
ten and  discarded,  presumably  because  of  changed  conditions. 

It  was  our  conclusion,  after  our  investigations,  not  to  attempt 
any  great  overhauling  of  present  salaries  and  wages,  but  to  make 
recommendations  only  in  individual  cases,  either  on  salaries  or  other 
matters,  where  some  correction  seemed  desirable.  This  implies 
that,  generally  speaking,  we  approve  present  salaries  and  wages, 
and  the  general  functioning  of  town  government,  but  this  approval 
naturally  applies  only  to  today's  conditions.  Adjustment  to  chang- 
ing conditions  as  time  goes  by  will  of  course  be  necessary,  and  in 
our  opinion  can  be  satisfactorily  worked  out  through  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  employees,  the  Finance  Committee,  and  the  voters. 

Our  specific  recommendations  are  the  following: 

Sergeant  of  Police:  The  Chief  of  Police  informed  us  that  it  was 
his  opinion  that  in  view  of  the  greater  responsibilities  of  the  Ser- 
geant of  Police  in  comparison  with  those  of  the  other  Police  Officers, 
the  Sergeant's  salary  should  be  greater  than  at  present  in  relation 
to  that  of  the  others.  We  concur  in  this  opinion  and  recommend 
that  the  Selectmen  grant  such  an  increase. 

Town  Counsel:  The  present  remuneration  seems  inadequate 
and  we  recommend  an  increase,  the  amount  to  be  determined  by  the 
Selectmen  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

Superintendent  of  Milliken  Field:  Capable  and  conscientious 
performance  of  the  duties  of  this  office,  contributes  to  the  health 
and  enjoyment  of  many  of  our  citizens,  young  and  old,  and  seems 
to  warrant  increased  remuneration.  We  recommend  that  the  salary 
of  this  office  be  increased  at  the  discretion  of  the  Selectmen. 

Chairman  of  Board  of  Public  Welfare:  Realizing  that  no  action 
on  our  recommendations  as  to  salaries  can  take  effect  this  year, 
and  wishing  to  find  a  way  to  correct  what  we  consider  an  unusual 
case  of  hardship  and  injustice,  we  wrote  the  Selectmen  on  Janu- 
ary 29,  1948,  recommending  an  increase  in  the  remuneration  for

the  present  incumbent  of  the  office  of  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Welfare.  This  individual  has,  contrary  to  past  custom, 
spent  full  time  in  his  duties  as  chairman  of  the  Board,  and  as  a 
member  of  both  the  Board  of  Assessors  and  the  Board  of  Select- 
men, and  has  given  such  outstanding  service  to  the  Town  that  v^^e 
believe  he  should  be  more  adequately  compensated.  We  have  there- 
fore asked  the  Selectmen  to  advise  the  Finance  Committee  that  it 
is  our  belief  that  his  salary  should  be  increased  by  $1,000. — $200. 
as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  $200.  as  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Assessors,  and  $600.  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  This  request  applies,  however,  to  this  year  only,  and  in 
no  way  implies  that  we  recommend  any  change  in  the  present  sal- 
aries of  these  three  offices  except  in  this  year  and  for  the  present 
incumbent. 

Official  Records:  We  believe  that  any  official  records  maintained 
by  any  of  the  Town  officials  in  connection  with  his  office  should  be 
kept  at  all  times,  insofar  as  practicable,  in  the  Town  offices,  and 
in  this  connection  would  remind  all  officials  of  Section  I  of  Article  3 
of  the  Town  By-Laws. 

Finance  Committee  Report:  We  recommend  that  the  annual 
report  of  the  Finance  Committee  be  bound  with  the  Annual  Town 
Report,  so  that  it  may  be  more  conveniently  preserved. 

Storage  of  Town  Equipment:  Although  we  are  not  making  any 
recommendation  on  the  subject,  we  believe  it  would  be  desirable  to 
have  all  heavy  town  equipment  stored  in  one  central  storehouse  or 
garage.  We  have  therefore  requested  the  Selectmen  to  insert  an 
article  in  the  Warrant  to  provide  that  they  be  authorized  to  ap- 
point a  committee  of  five  to  consider  the  feasibility  of  such  a  storage 
place,  said  committee  to  consist  of  one  Selectman,  two  members 
from  the  Finance  Committee,  and  two  from  this  committee. 

Heating  of  Tractor  House:  It  is  our  recommendation  that  pro- 
vision be  made  for  heating  the  Tractor  House  for  the  better  care 
of  Town  equipment  and  for  the  comfort  of  the  men  working  for 
the  Town  in  winter  weather  when  forced  to  make  repairs  on  trucks, 
snowplows,  and  so  forth. 

Harbor  Master:  Although  the  Harbor  Master  has  certain  spe- 
cified authority  under  Chapter  102  of  the  General  Laws,  we  be- 
lieve he  should  have  additional,  but  limited,  authority  in  order  that 
he  may  better  regulate  the  use  of  floats  and  piers  and  otherwise 
discharge  the  duties  of  his  office.  We  recommend  that  the  Select- 
men have  rules  and  regulations  drawn  up  for  this  purpose. 

Town  Dump:  Since  there  is  considerable  risk  of  fire  spreading 
from  the  Town  Dump,  particularly  in  a  dry  season,  we  recommend 
that  a  water  pipe  of  suitable  size  for  summer  service  be  installed 
for  greater  fire  protection. 

Marking  Streets:  We  recommend  that  marking  white  lines  on 
streets  be  handled  in  the  future  under  the  Selectmen  instead  of  by 
the  Highway  Surveyor  and  that  a  painting  machine  be  purchased 
for  this  purpose. 
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Fire  Department:  Although  the  Fire  Chief  and  a  representa- 
tive of  the  Fire  Department  drivers  appeared  separately  before  us 
and  explained  their  request  for  a  70-hour  week,  we  believe  this 
matter  should  be  left  to  the  voter's  decision.

REPORT  OF  THE   COMMITTEE  APPOINTED  TO 
INVESTIGATE  ZONING 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Committee  to  Investigate  Zoning, 
nineteen  members  being  present,  Ralph  E.  Scripture  was  duly 
elected  chairman  and  Roger  B.  Coulter  secretary.  It  was  voted 
to  defer  the  determination  of  the  desirability  of  zoning  until  a 
draft  of  a  Zoning  By-Law  could  be  considered.  A  subcommittee 
was  appointed  for  this  purpose  consisting  of  the  chairman,  the 
secretary,  Lloyd  Trott,  A.  Fred  Petersen,  Kingsley  Durant  and 
Frederick  A.  Thayer. 

Meetings  of  this  committee  were  held  during  April,  May  and 
June,  1947,  the  object  of  the  subcommittee  was  to  produce  a  By- 
Law  that  was  as  simple  as  possible,  but  which  would  achieve  three 
objectives;  first,  to  prevent  so  far  as  feasible  the  encroachment  of 
commercial  enterprises  in  existing  residential  neighborhoods;  sec- 
ond, to  anticipate  and  provide  for  future  growth  of  the  town,  and 
for  future  business  expansion,  so  that  future  buyers  of  homes 
might  have  some  idea  where  they  might  build  without  depreciation 
due  to  commercial  uses;  and  thirdly,  to  maintain,  so  far  as  con- 
sistent with  existing  conditions,  an  attractive  approach  to  the  town 
by  way  of  Chief  Justice  Gushing  Highway. 

Your  subcommittee  soon  found  out  that  no  By-Law  complying 
with  the  statute  could  be  as  simple  as  that,  and  many  other  features 
had  to  be  considered  and  provided  for.  It  did  prepare  a  draft 
which  the  subcommittee  was  prepared  to  present  to  the  full  com- 
mittee. This  was  mimeographed  and  copies  sent  to  all  committee 
members  for  study  and  discussion. 

On  June  27th  this  draft  was  presented  to  the  full  committee. 
At  that  time,  after  discussion,  the  Committee  passed  the  following 
vote:  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  committee  that  a  Zoning  By-Law  is 
for  the  best  interest  of  the  Town  of  Cohasset. 

The  Committee  further  believed  that  the  draft  presented  to  it 
should  be  further  discussed,  section  by  section,  by  the  whole  Com- 
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mittee.  For  this  reason  it  was  voted  to  report  to  the  Selectmen 
the  action  already  taken  and  to  request  more  time  in  which  to 
prepare  a  final  draft,  which  they  might  be  prepared  to  recommend. 

During  the  summer  further  meetings  were  held  at  which  nu- 
merous changes  were  tentatively  voted  in  the  draft  By-Law.  Sub- 
stantial tentative  agreement  was  reached  as  to  regulatory  pro- 
visions, but  changes  were  apparently  required  in  the  administra- 
tive provisions. 

The  Committee,  in  common  with  the  Town  as  a  whole,  has 
suffered  a  grievous  loss  in  the  death  of  our  beloved  Chairman 
Ralph  Scripture. 

The  following  remains  to  be  done:  The  revision  of  the  admin- 
istrative provisions  must  be  completed  and  tentatively  approved. 
Then  the  proposed  By-Law  as  a  whole  should  be  submitted  to  the 
Committee  for  approval  and  for  its  final  recommendations  to  the 
Selectmen. 

May  I  say  parenthetically  that  it  was  the  intention  of  Ralph 
Scripture  that  before  final  recommendation  by  the  Committee,  a 
draft  should  be  prepared  for  more  general  distribution  to  the  town, 
and  that  members  of  the  Committee  seek  opportunity  to  discuss 
the  provisions  of  the  proposed  By-Law  with  groups  of  citizens  in 
the  various  communities  of  the  town  with  a  view  of  getting  addi- 
tional suggestions  which  might  be  incorporated  into  the  By-Law 
which  they  would  finally  recommend. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  committee  be  continued  for  further 
study  and  completion  of  its  recommendations.

REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  INVESTIGATION  COMMITTEE 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  March  2,  1946,  the  Town 
voted  403  to  63  to  buy  the  properties  of  the  Cohasset  Water  Com- 
pany. Follov/ing  the  vote  litigation  ensued  between  the  Company 
and  the  Town  involving  various  contentions,  among  which  was  the 
claim  of  the  Water  Company  that  the  vote  was  illegal,  null,  and 
void.  This  litigation  was  pressed  before  the  Superior  Court  and 
ultimately  decided  after  the  lapse  of  a  year  by  the  Supreme  Judi- 
cial Court  of  the  Commonwealth,  largely  in  favor  of  the  Town. 

Within  three  weeks  after  the  decision,  your  Committee  acting 
with  the  Town  Counsel,  engaged  the  services  of  the  firm  of  Metcalf 
&  Eddy,  nationally  known  and  prominent  hydraulic  engineers.  This 
firm  has  since  been  engaged  in  making  a  detailed  valuation  of  the 
water  property  which  is  nearly  completed. 

The  Town  Counsel  advises  us  that  the  next  step  in  the  normal 
procedure  is  a  trial  before  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  in 
order  to  obtain  a  determination  of  the  price  to  be  paid  by  the  Town. 

When  the  Town  takes  over,  the  water  properties  will  be  oper- 
ated  by   three   unpaid   Water    Commissioners   appointed   by   your 
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Selectmen  to  serve  until  the  next  Annual  Town  Election,  when  you 
will  have  the  opportunity  to  vote  for  Commissioners  of  your  choice.

WHEREAS,  Modern  science  has  now  produced  means  by  which

WHEREAS,  the  United  Nations  was  created  as  an  instrument 
to  preserve  peace  and  its  charter  is  capable  of  amendment  so  as  to 
make  it  effective  for  the  maintenance  of  world  order;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Disarmament  and  world  peace  can  only  be  achieved 
by  world  order,  world  law  and  some  measure  of  world  government ;

WHEREAS,  the  people  of  Cohasset  have  since  1770  been  happy

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  by  the  People  of 
Cohasset,  Massachusetts,  in  Town  Meeting  assembled,  that  they  call 
upon  their  representatives  in  the  Congress,  in  the  Executive  De- 
partment of  the  United  States  and  in  the  United  Nations,  to  take 
note  of  these  truths  and  forthwith  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be 
necessary  to  have  our  delegates  to  the  United  Nations  present  or 
support  amendment  of  the  Charter  for  the  purpose  of  making  the 
United  Nations  into  a  world  government  capable  of  enacting,  in-

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  a  copy  of  this  Resolu- 
tion be  transmitted  to  both  Senators  from  Massachusetts,  the  Con- 
gressman from  the  9th  Congressional  District,  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  the  Secretary  of  State  and  the  United  States  repre- 
sentatives in  the  United  Nations.

There  shall  be  a  committee  called  the  Advisory 
Committee  for  the  Town  which  shall  consider  questions  and  per- 
form the  duties  set  forth  in  the  following  sections  of  this  article 
and  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  General  Laws.

Section  2,  The  Selectmen  for  the  time  being  in  office  shall 
forthwith  after  this  by-law  becomes  effective  as  required  by  law 
appoint  such  nine  (9)  members  to  serve  upon  such  Advisory  Com- 
mittee, three  (3)  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  for  terms  to  expire  on 
the  final  adjournment  or  dissolution  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 
held  for  the  first  year  ensuing  after  the  date  of  such  appointment; 
three  (3)  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  for  terms  to  expire  on  the 
final  adjournment  or  dissolution  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held 
for  the  second  year  ensuing  after  the  date  of  such  appointment ;  and 
the  remaining  three  (3)  shall  be  appointed  for  terms  to  expire  on 
the  final  adjournment  or  dissolution  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 
held  for  the  third  year  ensuing  after  the  date  of  such  appointment ; 
and  annually  after  the  effectiveness  of  this  by-law  the  Selectmen 
shall  within  twenty  (20)  days  after  a  final  adjournment  or  dissolu- 
tion of  each  Annual  Town  Meeting  appoint  three  (3)  members,  each 
to  serve  for  terms  to  expire  on  the  final  adjournment  or  dissolution 
of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  for  the  third  year  ensuing  after 
the  date  of  such  appointment. 

Section  3.  The  Advisory  Committee  shall,  as  soon  as  possible 
after  the  annual  appointment  of  new  members  to  the  committee  has 
been  made,  meet  for  the  purpose  of  organization.  They  shall  elect 
from  their  membership  a  Chairman  and  a  Secretary  who  shall  hold 
office  until  the  final  adjournment  or  dissolution  of  the  next  Annual 
Town  Meeting  or  until  their  successors  are  elected.  Said  committee 
shall  cause  to  be  kept  a  true  record  of  its  proceedings  and  annually 
file  a  copy  in  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk. 

Section  4.  To  this  committee  shall  be  referred  all  articles  in 
any  Warrant  for  Town  Meetings  hereafter  issued.  The  Selectmen, 
after  drawing  any  Warrant  for  a  Town  Meeting,  shall  transmit  as 
soon  as  may  be  a  copy  thereof  to  the  Advisory  Committee,  and  said 
committee  shall  consider  all  articles  therein  and  shall  report  thereon 
in  printing  or  otherwise  to  the  Town  Meeting  such  recommendations 
as  it  deems  to  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Town. 
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Section  5.  The  Advisory  Committee  shall  require  the  Select- 
men and  other  Town  Officers  under  whose  direction  appropriations 
of  money  are  expended  to  submit  to  them  an  estimate  of  the  ap- 
propriations necessary  to  be  made  for  their  various  departments 
and  to  come  before  them  for  consultation  regarding  the  same  at 
such  times  and  places  as  said  committee  shall  determine.  The  Ad- 
visory Committee  shall  state  the  amounts  which  in  its  opinion  shall 
be  appropriated  for  the  ensuing  year  and  shall  add  thereto  such 
explanations  and  suggestions  in  relation  to  the  subject  matter  as 
it  deems  expedient  and  report  thereon  as  provided  in  Section  4. 

Section  6.  The  Advisory  Committee  may  hold  hearings  and 
shall  upon  written  request  a  reasonable  time  in  advance  hold  and 
grant  a  hearing  to  the  petitioners  in  any  articles  appearing  on  a 
Warrant  before  making  recommendations. 

Section  7.  Whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  appointed  mem- 
bers of  the  Advisory  Committee,  a  notice  thereof  shall  at  once  be 
given  to  the  Towti  Clerk  who  shall  thereupon  notify  the  Selectmen 
who  shall  forthwith  fill  such  vacancy.  Five  (5)  members  of  the 
committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business, 
and  if  any  member  is  absent  from  five  consecutive  meetings  of  said 
committee,  except  in  cases  of  illness,  said  committee  may  consider 
his  position  vacant  and  report  such  vacancy  which  shall  be  filled  as 
above  provided.  The  term  of  office  of  any  person  appointed  as 
aforesaid  to  fill  a  vacancy  shall  be  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the 
person  whom  he  succeeds. 

Section  8.  The  Finance  Committee  heretofore  established  and 
in  existence  is  and  shall  be  deemed  to  be  discharged  upon  appoint- 
ment and  qualification  of  the  new  committee  first  established  here- 
under. 

VOTED:  Unanimously,  by  a  voice  vote,  that  the  above  article 
be  accepted. 

ARTICLE  42.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
from  available  cash  in  the  treasury  a  sum  not  exceeding  $20,000.  as 
it  may  determine  for  the  use  of  the  Assessors  in  fixing  the  tax  rate 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

VOTED:  Unanimously,  by  voice  vote,  that  there  be  appro- 
priated from  available  cash  in  the  treasury  for  the  use  of  the  As- 
sessors in  fixing  the  tax  rate  for  the  ensuing  year  a  sum  not 
exceeding  $20,000.00  as  the  Assessors  in  their  discretion  may  de- 
termine advisable.

Sixty  days'  notice  of 
a  regular  election  and  twenty  days'  notice  of  an  election  to  fill 
one  or  more  vacancies  are  required  to  be  given  by  public  announce- 
ment at  a  regular  meeting,  by  notice  in  writing  to  each  member, 
or  in  any  other  adequate  manner.  Candidates  to  be  voted  for 
must  be  nominated  by  a  paper  signed  by  ten  members  filed  at  least 
thirty  days  before  a  regular  election  and  at  least  ten  days  before 
an  election  to  fill  a  vacancy. 

The  voting  at  such  an  election  must  be  by  secret  written  or 
printed  ballot.  Watchers  appointed  by  nominating  members  and 
by  union  officers  may  be  present  during  the  voting  and  counting 
of  ballots. 

Coercion  and  intimidation  of  members  in  connection  with  an 
election  is  prohibited,  and  violations  of  the  provisions  of  the 
measure  are  made  punishable  by  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty-five 
dollars  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment 
for  not  more  than  thirty  days  or  both.

This  measure  prohibits  the  calling  of  a  strike  by  a  labor  or- 
ganization in  any  business  or  plant  or  unit  thereof,  except  when 
authorized  by  the  vote  of  the  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the 
organization  employed  in  the  business,  plant  or  unit  thereof.  Such 
authorization  is  to  be  expressed  by  a  secret  written  or  printed 
ballot  at  a  meeting  called  for  that  purpose. 

The  Labor  Relations  Commission  is  authorized  to  make  rules 
for  the  conduct  of  the  voting.  Within  twenty-four  hours  after 
the  voting  the  labor  organization  conducting  it  shall  make  a 
written  report  of  the  result  to  the  commission,  which  shall  be 
a  permanent  public  record.  If  no  report  is  filed  the  vote  taken 
shall  be  void  and  a  person  making  a  false  report  shall  be  guilty 
of  perjury. 
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Coercion  and  intimidation  of  members  of  a  labor  organization 
in  connection  with  such  voting  is  made  a  penal  offense. 

Question  No.  8 

It  is  desirable  that  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States, — 

"ARTICLE— 

"Section  1.  No  person  shall  be  elected  to  the  office  of  the 
President  more  than  twice,  and  no  person  who  has  held  the  office 
of  President,  or  acted  as  President,  for  more  than  two  years  of  a 
term  to  which  some  other  person  was  elected  President  shall  be 
elected  to  the  office  of  the  President  more  than  once.  But  this 
Article  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  holding  the  office  of  President 
when  this  Article  was  proposed  by  the  Congress,  and  shall  not 
prevent  any  person  who  may  be  holding  the  office  of  President,  or 
acting  as  President,  during  the  term  within  which  this  Article 
becomes  operative  from  holding  the  office  of  President  or  acting 
as  President  during  the  remainder  of  such  term. 

"Section  2.  This  Article  shall  be  inoperative  unless  it  shall 
have  been  ratified  as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  by  the 
legislature  of  three-fourths  of  the  several  States  within  seven 
years  from  the  date  of  its  submission  to  the  States  by  the  Con- 
gress," —  be  ratified  by  the  general  court?

RECOMMENDATIONS 

The  Town  of  Cohasset  is  facing  a  building  program  which 
eliminates  any  thought  of  a  new  police  station.  Therefore,  I  re- 
spectfully recommend  that  toilets  be  installed  in  each  of  the  three 
cells,  thus  eliminating  a  most  unsanitary  condition  which  has  ex- 
isted for  many  years.  May  I  suggest  to  any  of  our  citizens  who 
may  doubt  this  need  to  come  into  the  station  and  see  for  themselves 
what  conditions  human  beings  are  subjected  to.  During  the  past 
year,  eighty-two  unfortunate  persons  were  confined  in  this  station 
and  four  women  were  taken  to  the  Hingham  Police  Station  because 
we  have  no  facilities  to  take  care  of  them  in  Cohasset.  We  should 
bear  in  mind  that  a  police  station  is  for  all  people,  not  alone  for 
other  people. 

I  further  recommend  that  the  cupola  and  the  old  fire  alarm 
system  be  removed  and  the  roof  made  tight.  Hundreds  of  dollars 
have  been  spent  trying  to  eliminate  leaks  and  replacing  ceilings. 
This  will  eliminate  any  further  expense. 

Our  radio  system  is  now  fifteen  years  old.  Most  of  the  citizens 
will  remember  that  this  system  was  a  gift  to  the  Town  by  far- 
sighted  citizens.  Over  the  years  it  has  saved  many  a  life  and 
thousands  of  dollars  worth  of  property  because  of  the  ability  of 
the  Department  to  get  a  car  to  the  scene  in  a  matter  of  minutes. 
The  main  transmitter  is  in  good  condition.  The  transmitters  in 
the  cars  are  not  as  they  should  be.  I  recommend  that  one  of  the 
car  transmitters  be  replaced  this  year. 

Car  number  2  is  now  three  years  old  and  has  gone  over  70,000 
miles  and  for  economic  and  safety  reasons,  I  recommend  that  it 
be  traded  for  a  1949  model. 

Although  the  good  people  of  the  community  are  taking  an  ac- 
tive interest  in  Cohasset's  parking  situation,  it  does  not  appear 
that  parking  conditions  in  the  center  of  the  Town  will  improve 
until  off-street  parking  is  made  possible.  With  the  community 
Center  moving  to  the  corner  of  Depot  Court  and  North  Main 
Street,  the  citizens  will  find  it  almost  an  impossibility  to  park  near 
a  store,  unless  off-street  parking  is  adopted  in  the  very  near  future. 
I  respectfully  recommend  that  an  article  be  inserted  in  the  Town 
Warrant  instructing  the  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  committee  of 
three  to  investigate  and  report  their  findings  at  the  next  Annual 
or  Special  Town  Meeting.  Whether  or  not  we  like  it,  Cohasset  is 
growing.

CONDITIONS  OF  TRUCKS 

During  the  year  repairs  have  been  made  on  all  fire  trucks,  and 
all  are  in  good  working  condition.  Engine  No.  2  has  been  in  com- 
mission for  24  years,  and  requires  a  great  deal  of  repairs  each  year. 
Since  this  truck  is  obsolete,  it  is  difficult  to  secure  parts. 

INSPECTIONS 

Many  new  rules  and  regulations  have  been  enacted  during  the 
past  years,  so  a  great  deal  of  time  is  devoted  to  the  inspecting  of 
buildings,  and  the  different  types  of  heating  equipment. 

During  the  school  period  fire  drills  are  conducted  and  both 
teachers  and  pupils  have  been  well  drilled  to  vacate  these  buildings 
in  case  of  an  emergency. 

I  wish  to  inform  the  citizens  that  permits  are  required  for  the 
following,  and  ask  for  co-operation  in  securing  them. 

1.  Installation  of  fuel  and  range  burners. 

2.  Installation  of  liquefied  gas. 

3.  Storage  of  gasoline. 

4.  Storage  of  fuel  or  range  oil. 

5.  Storage  of  liquefied  gas. 

6.  Blasting. 

7.  Open  air  fires. 

FOREST  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Both  Forest  Fire  trucks  have  ha^  repairs  during  the  year, 
and  it  was  necessary  to  replace  the  booster  tanks  in  both  of  these 
trucks.  There  were  926  permits  issued  for  open  air  fires.  During  the 
dry  season  a  patrol  was  made  by  both  this  Department  and  the 
State  Forest  Patrol. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  the  following  for  your  con- 
sideration : 
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The  purchase  of  a  500-gallon  pumping  engine  to  replace  the 
24-year-old  truck  now  in  use.  Since  1942  many  new  homes  have 
been  built  on  Jerusalem  Road  and  Forest  Avenue.  Other  buildings 
have  been  converted  into  homes,  and  a  great  many  summer  homes 
are  now  occupied  throughout  the  year.  There  also  are  large  estates 
which  are  situated  a  great  distance  from  a  hydrant,  which  requires 
a  long  lay  of  hose.  Therefore,  a  safer  and  more  reliable  piece  of 
apparatus  should  be  available  to  be  housed  in  the  North  Cohasset 
section. 

In  concluding  my  report,  I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the 
Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  the  heads  of  the  town  depart- 
ments for  their  co-operation  and  assistance. 

To  the  officers  and  members  of  this  department,  I  wish  to 
express  my  sincere  thanks  for  their  services  and  co-operation  on 
all  occasions  during  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

To  the  Citizens  of  Cohasset: 

The  number  of  communicable  diseases  reported  to  the  Board 
of  Health  during  the  past  year  showed  a  decrease  over  a  year  ago. 
Excluding  dog  bites  which  numbered  sixteen  and  are  included  in 
reportable  diseases,  the  total  number  of  cases  reported  were  113. 
A  slight  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  prevailed  throughout  the  town 
during  the  summer  months,  the  number  of  cases  reported  being 
eleven,  of  which  one  was  hospitalized  by  this  department.  The 
number  of  measles  cases  showed  a  marked  increase  over  last  year 
which  resulted  in  a  temporary  change  of  our  regulations  requiring 
a  lengthier  period  of  quarantine  and  isolation  for  patients  and 
contacts. 

Such  a  change  in  regulations  which  are  adopted  when  deemed 
advisable  in  an  effort  to  curb  the  spread  of  a  disease  usually  meets 
with  disapproval  on  the  part  of  parents  of  children  infected  with 
the  disease.  It  has  been  found  effective,  however,  in  controlling 
the  spread  of  a  disease  when  an  unusual  number  of  cases  of  a  par- 
ticular disease  has  been  reported.

The  Well  Baby  Conferences  held  monthly  for  the  past  18  years 
under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  Social  Service 
League  was  changed  to  bi-monthly  Clinics  to  provide  better  service 
for  the  increased  number  of  children  in  attendance.  The  new  policy 
which  became  effective  last  April  provides  for  a  Well  Baby  Con- 
ference for  Infants  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  2:00 
P.  M.  and  a  Well  Child  Conference  for  Pre-School  Children  on 
the  third  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  2:00  P.  M.  Both  Clinics  are 
held  at  the  Community  Center. 

The  annual  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  Immunization 
Clinics  were  held  as  in  past  year,  54  children  receiving  immuniza- 
tion in  one  form  or  other,  further  details  of  which  are  enumerated 
in  the  Public  Health  Nurse's  report  which  follows.  The  Board 
has  at  times  received  inquiries  as  to  the  possibility  of  including 
the  use  of  anti-tetanus  serum  at  the  Clinics.  We  have  conferred 
with  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  in  regard  to  this  but 
have  been  advised  by  that  department  that  they  will  not  recommend 
its  inclusion  until  further  experiments  have  been  made.  For  that 
reason,  this  department  is  reluctant  to  add  a  service  that  might 
result  in  complications. 

The  Board  of  Health  ^ras  responsible  for  the  insertion  of  an 
article  in  the  Town  Warrant  last  year  ^requesting  that  a  com- 
mittee be  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  source  of 
pollution  of  Cohasset  Harbor,  this  because  of  the  ban  placed  on 
bathing  for  the  past  three  years  by  this  department.  A  commit- 
tee which  includes  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Health,  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  group  held  several  meet- 
ings, conferred  with  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health,  made 
investigations  and  will  report  of  its  progress  at  the  next  Town 
Meeting. 

Brooks  and  streams  were  maintained  as  in  the  past,  the  work 
consisting  in  the  main  of  cleaning,  straightening  and  levelling  of 
the  network  of  streams  that  flow  throughut  the  Town  and  into  the 
Harbor.  Cat  Dam  necessitated  considerable  maintenance  during 
the  warm  weather  in  an  effort  to  control  the  algae  growth  which 
proved  to  be  a  source  of  much  complaint  in  that  area. 
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Mr.  Charles  Stoddard,  Superintendent  of  the  Town  Disposal 
System,  was  called  upon  on  47  occasions  for  the  purpose  of  pumping 
cellars  flooded  by  excessive  rains.  Also  eleven  wells  that  were 
thought  to  be  contaminated  were  pumped  dry  and  cleaned.  Work 
on  the  Town  Dump  consisted  of  further  widening  and  refilling  of 
the  road  leading  into  the  dump  proper. 

Thirty-six  permits  for  the  sale  of  milk  were  issued  last  year 
together  with  two  permits  for  the  pasteurization  of  milk  and  five 
permits  for  the  sale  of  oleomargarine.  Dairies  and  farms  were 
inspected  by  Mr.  Charles  Frates,  Milk  Inspector,  and  samples  of 
milk  were  collected  from  dealers  and  retailers  and  analyzed  as  to 
fat  content,  purity,  etc.

At  the  chair  dental  education  was  stressed  by  the  medium  of 
the  hand  mirror,  charts  and  demonstrations,  thus  bringing  to  the

children's  attention  the  causes  of  the  breakdown  of  tooth  tissue. 
Children  of  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades,  with  the  co-operation  of  Miss 
Kraus  of  the  Art  Department,  drew  and  studied  large  charts  of 
normal  and  diseased  teeth.  It  is  hoped  that  over  a  period  of  time 
some  benefit  can  be  derived  from  this  general  education  plan. 

Fluorine  therapy  was  still  in  effect,  with  each  child  enrolled 
in  the  school  dental  program  receiving  three  treatments  during 
the  course  of  the  school  year.

WELL  CHILD  CONFERENCE 

The  V/ell  Child  Conference  was  offered  as  an  additional  com- 
munity service  in  April  1948.  This  conference  is  held  on  the  third 
Tuesday  of  each  month  with  Dr.  John  Hubbel  visiting  pediatrician. 
This  service  is  offered  free  of  charge  to  all  children  of  Cohasset 
from  the  age  of  2  yrs.  to  5  yrs.  At  this  conference,  visits  are 
made  by  definite  appointment  only.  Any  parent  desiring  an  ap- 
pointment or  information  regarding  the  conferences  should  contact 
one  of  the  Public  Health  Nurses.

This  conference  has  proved  to  be  a  very  popular  addition  to 
our  community  service.  The  appointments  frequently  being  full 
two  months  in  advance  of  the  conference.  May  I  urge  better  co- 
operation between  parents  and  the  nursing  ottice  if  you  find  you 
are  unable  to  keep  your  appointment.  A  telephone  call  may  allow 
some  other  child  to  benefit  by  your  cancellation. 

During  the  past  year  several  inquiries  have  been  made  by 
parents  regarding  a  second  immunization  clinic  to  be  held  in  the 
fall  to  take  care  of  the  age  group  who  were  too  young  to  attend 
the  regular  spring  clinic.  This  has  been  brought  to  the  attention 
of  your  local  Board  of  Health  for  consideration. 

The  use  of  the  Vollmer  Tuberculin  (Patch  Test)  for  all  chil- 
dren at  their  first  visit  to  the  Well  Child  Conference  was  approved 
by  Dr.  Clifford,  Dr.  Hubbell  and  the  Nursing  Service.  Therefore, 
a  recommendation  was  made  in  November  1948  to  the  Board  of 
Health  that  this  procedure  be  made  a  part  of  our  conference  routine. 
The  local  Board  of  Health,  who  are  always  ready  to  improve  their 
service  to  the  community,  have  agreed  to  adopt  the  recommendation. 

The  Patch  Test  is  a  painless,  harmless  skin  test  to  determine  the 
child's  sensitivity  to  tuberculosis.  The  patches  resemble  a  band-aid 
in  appearance  and  are  applied  to  a  cleaned  area  of  the  skin.  Forty- 
eight  hours  later  this  small  piece  of  adhesive  will  be  removed  by 
one  of  the  Public  Health  Nurses  and  the  skin  reaction  ''reading" 
made.  This  additional  service  will  be  inaugurated  at  the  first  Well 
Child  Conference  in  1949. 

The  services  of  Mrs.  Wright,  Medical  Social  Worker  of  the  So- 
cial Service  League,  has  been  solicited  as  needed.  Miss  Anderson, 
nutritionist,  worked  with  the  nurses  both  in  the  field  and  at  all  Child 
Conferences  until  her  resignation  Oct.  1,  1948.  Their  work  has  been 
a  valuable  contribution  in  the  community.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE, 

BUREAU  OF  OLD  AGE  ASSISTANCE  AND 

AID  TO  DEPENDENT  CHILDREN 

To  the  Citizens  of  Cohasset : 

During  the  year  there  were  51  cases  aided  under  Old  Age 
Assistance.  On  January  1,  1948,  there  were  43  active  cases,  9  new 
cases  were  added  and  7  closed,  leaving  45  active  cases  on  December 
31,  1948.   Of  the  7  closed,  6  died  and  1  moved  out  of  town. 

There  was  a  noticeable  increase  in  cases  aided  under  Aid  to 
Dependent  Children.  There  were  11  cases  aided  during  the  year. 
On  January  1,  1948,  there  were  6  active  cases,  7  new  cases  were 
added  and  3  closed,  leaving  10  active  cases  (representing  27  chil- 
dren) on  December  31,  1948. 

Under  General  Relief  there  were  17  cases  aided.  The  majority 
were  aided  periodically,  during  periods  of  unemployment  or  illness. 
On  December  31,  1948,  there  were  5  active  cases.  Four  of  these 
cases  are  aided  regularly  as  they  are  unemployable  and  not  eligible 
for  transfer  to  other  categories. 

On  September  8,  1948,  the  State  Department  sent  out  a  letter 
with  instructions  to  increase  all  budgets  8.3%,  effective  October  1, 
1948,  excepting  those  in  a  boarding  home,  nursing  home  or  institu- 
tion. The  Division  on  the  Necessities  of  Life  determined  that  the 
over-all  change  in  the  cost  of  living,  according  to  its  combined 
index  figures,  represented  an  increase  of  8.3%  since  August,  1947. 

The  items  of  medical  and  hospitalization  are  increasing  steadily 
and  starting  January  1,  1948,  the  Social  Service  League  is  charg- 
ing $1.25  for  visits  made  to  recipients  of  Old  Age  Assistance,  Aid 
to  Dependent  Children  and  General  Relief,  whereas  in  the  past  all 
visits  were  made  under  the  appropriation  made  by  the  Town  through 
the  Board  of  Health.

REPORT  OF  TREE  WARDEN 

To  the  Citizens  of  Cohasset: 

The  activities  of  your  tree  department  during  the  past  year 
have  been  many  and  varied.  Storm,  disease,  and  in  a  few  cases 
leaking  gas  mains  have  taken  their  toll  of  our  shade  trees.  Trees 
bordering  or  adjacent  to  our  highways  have  been  removed  for  rea- 
sons of  expediency.  For  example,  the  following  is  a  list  of  trees 
incapable  of  response  to  tree  surgery  and  a  menace  to  the  traveling 
public  and  constituted  a  breeding  place  for  many  tree-destroying 
insects.  These  trees  were  removed : 

Jerusalem  Road — 1  Maple,  1  Ash  and  1  Poplar 

Border  Street — 1  Poplar 

Elm  Street— 2  Ash 

Pond  Street — 1  Poplar 

Atlantic  Avenue — 1  Oak 

Hyland  Avenue — 2  Elms 

Sohier  Street— 2  Elms 

Summer  Street — 1  Elm  and  1  Ash 

Norfolk  Road — 1  Ash 

Beechwood  Street — 1  Elm  and  1  Maple. 

Church  Street — 1  Ash  and  1  Maple 

Doane  Street — 1  Elm,  1  Maple  and  1  Ash 

Gushing  Road — 1  Ash 

The  cost  of  this  removal  varied  from  $22.00  to  $128.00  and  this 
includes  topping  one  Elm  tree  at  Summer  and  South  Main  Streets 
where  our  first  cuts  were  approximately  74  feet  high.  This  stem 
will  be  removed  this  year.  This  work  was  made  possible  through 
the  use  o^  the  new  Mall  Power  Chain  Saw. 

A  word  on  the  Dutch  Elm  Bark  Beetle-Dutch  Elm  Disease. 
We  have  in  the  town  of  Cohasset  at  the  present  time  four  cases 
of  the  dreaded  Dutch  Elm  Disease;  the  fungus  causing  the  disease 
is  transmitted  from  Elm  to  Elm  by  feeding  and  reproductive  activi- 
ties of  Bark  Beetles  of  the  family  Scolytidae.  Scolytus  Beetles  de- 
velop from  eggs  to  adults  in  the  dying  and  dead  Elms  in  which 
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fungurf  produces  its  spores.  Bettles  carry  the  fungus  to  broken 
limbs,  also  to  much  fallen  and  cut  Elm  suitable  for  their  breeding. 
In  such  wood  the  fungus  proceeds  to  develop  as  a  Saprophyte  in 
time  to  contaminate  the  beetles  of  a  new  generation  before  they 
emerge  to  feed  on  growing  Elms.  This  disease  and  the  Beetles  are 
serious  and  we  have  got  to  act  immediately  to  prevent  further 
spread.  It  is  my  hope  that  interest  will  become  apparent  when  the 
needs  of  the  tree  department  are  considered  at  the  Town  Meeting.

REPORT  OF  MOTH  SUPERINTENDENT 

Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Follov/ing  my  appointment  to  the  office  of  Moth  Superintendent 
for  the  Town  of  Cohasset,  the  advanced  program  of  insect  control 
of  the  previous  year  was  continued  in  the  infested  areas  and  a 
planned  schedule  of  spraying  was  started.  Climatic  conditions 
altered  and  delayed  the  program  somewhat. 

Gentlemen,  I  wish  to  mention  the  fact  that  the  town  owned 
Aero  Mist  Blower  Type  sprayer  proved  itself  an  outstanding  factor 
in  spraying,  and  this  sprayer  used  in  conjunction  with  our  hydraulic 
sprayer  certainly  gave  us  amazing  results  which  was  proven  by 
the  healthy  foliage  of  our  town  through  the  past  season.  The  gypsy 
moth  continues  to  be  a  problem  and  many  other  destroying  insects 
which  are  too  numerous  to  mention. 
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A  word  on  the  Elm  Leaf  Beetle: 

In  many  instances  the  Elm  Leaf  Beetle  is  confused  with  the 
Dutch  Bark  Beetle.  This  is  important.  In  brief,  the  Dutch  Elm 
Bark  Beetle  is  a  fungus  carrier  and  the  Elm  Leaf  Beetle  is  a  chew- 
ing beetle  and  also  a  sap  sucker  of  the  foliage.  They  are  two 
altogether  different  beetles  and  two  different  methods  of  control 
must  be  used  against  these  two  outstanding  menaces  to  our  trees 
and  the  town. 

We  cannot  abandon  the  spraying  and  control  of  the  many  other 
destroying  tree  insects  which  we  have  to  combat. 

It  is  extremely  gratifying  to  report  that  through  cooperation 
of  various  interested  groups,  our  shade  trees  and  parks  are  now 
receiving  the  public  attention  they  deserve  and  I  hope  this  interest 
continues. 

It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  accept  many  valuable  suggestions 
from  these  interested  citizens  and  your  Honorable  Board.

REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

To  the  Citizens  of  Cohasset: 

On  the  first  Thursday  of  each  month  during  the  year  of  1948 
the  Board  has  held  its  regular  meetings. 

The  Board  has  held  several  joint  meetings  with  the  Selectmen 
during  the  past  year,  among  which  were: 

The  Atlantic  Avenue-Border  Street  layout  as  drawn  up  by 

the  County  Engineer's  office. 

Concerning  the   acceptance   of  the   Veterans'   Subdivision   on 

Pond   Street   as   submitted  to    the   Board   by   the    Selectmen. 

This  project  was  accepted  by  a  unanimous   vote. 

Various     special     meetings     concerning     other     subdivisions 

throughout  the  Town. 

The  Town  is  faced  with  the  need  of  many  physical  improve- 
ments. This  need  has  been  outstanding  for  quite  a  few  years. 
Among  these  much-needed  improvements  are:  a  new  high  school, 
a  new  fire  station,  a  new  police  station  and  a  sorely-needed  parking 
area  in  the  center  of  Town. 

The  Planning  Board  feels  that  due  to  the  high  cost  and  inferior 
quality  of  the  present-day  materials  that  these  projects  should  not 
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be  undertaken  at  the  present  time.  But  it  feels  that  if  the  Town 
is  to  have  these  new  buildings  that  it  should  pick  the  most  neces- 
sary and  important  one  first.  The  Board  also  feels  that  a  downward 
trend  of  prices  warrants  a  lot  of  careful  consideration  before 
attempting  anything  that  is  not  of  the  utmost  importance  to  the 
welfare  of  the  citizens  of  Cohasset  at  this  time. 

It  is  the  Board's  conclusion  that  due  to  the  great  discussion 
of  the  people  of  the  Town  concerning  the  new  location  of  the 
Community  Center  that  the  Town  should  take  into  consideration 
off-the-street  parking  for  cars  attending  socials  and  all  entertain- 
ments being  held  at  this  new  location.  Also,  in  our  opinion,  we 
feel  that  the  Town  either  should  allot  the  little  square  at  the  end 
of  this  property,  or  that  the  Selectmen  contact  the  New  Haven 
Railroad  and  see  if  it  is  possible  to  either  purchase  or  to  have  them 
donate,  for  the  sum  of  one  dollar,  the  land  between  Cohasset  Rail- 
road Station  and  the  Police  Garage  to  enlarge  the  now  unused 
Town  Parking  space. 

The  Board  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  of  the  co-opera- 
tion it  has  received  from  Town  Officials,  and  in  particular,  the 
co-operation  it  has  received  from  the  Citizens.

REPORT  OF  HIGHWAY  SURVEYOR 

To  the  Citizens  of  Cohasset: 

The  report  of  your  Highway  Surveyor  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1948  is  much  the  same  as  previous  years.  The  cus- 
tomary spring  cleaning  of  streets  and  sidewalks  including  some 
fence  repairing  and  painting  received  the  necessary  attention.  Siz- 
able drains  were  put  in,  one  on  Pond  Street  near  the  residence  of 
Percival  James,  one  on  Beach  Street  near  the  residence  of  Sargent 
Tower,  and  one  on  Sohier  Street  near  the  Railroad  Crossing. 

Streets  and  roads  tarred  were  South  Main  Street,  Spring 
Street,  Margin  Street,  Hill  Street,  Pond  Street,  Short  Street,  King 
Street,  Oak  Street  and  Pleasant  Street,  Bancroft  Road,  Norfolk 
Road,  Gushing  Road,  Todd  Road,  Forest  Avenue,  James  Lane, 
Nichols  Road  and  Smith  Place.  Forty  thousand,  two  hundred  and 
twenty-two  gallons  of  tar  were  used  in  this  process.  The  severe 
winter  subsequent  to  January  1st  caused  real  damage  to  many 
places  and  repairs  were  made.  It  was  necessary  to  give  added 
attention  to  various  places  and  many  of  these  re-paved  places  did 
not  receive  a  finish  until  after  Labor  Day,  when  most  of  the  street 
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tarring  was  done.   We  find  that  this  is  the  best  time  of  the  season 
for  putting  on  tar. 

Again  I  refer  to  hazardous  places  which  I  hope  we  can  correct 
this  year. 

To  our  department  heads  my  sincere  thanks  for  their  cheerful 
co-operation;  also  to  many  of  our  very  good  citizens  for  their 
helpful  suggestions.

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Directors  the  resignation  of  Dr. 
Frederick  Hinchliffe  was  read  and  accepted  with  regret.  The 
Directors  have  appreciated  working  with  Dr.  Hinchliffe  over  a 
period  of  many  years  and  wish  thus  publicly  to  express  their  thanks 
for  his  patience  and  zeal  in  library  affairs. 

At  that  meeting  William  Ripley,  Jr.,  was  appointed  as  a  new 
Director.  The  Directors  feel  that  he  will  be  a  valuable  member 
of  the  Board  and  may  be  of  material  assistance  in  making  the 
relations  between  the  school  and  the  library  closer  and  more 
effective. 

At  the  same  meeting  Rev.  Roscoe  Trueblood  was  elected  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board. 

During  the  year  the  library  was  improved  by  the  addition  of 
a  new  heater,  and  the  installation  of  tanks;  necessary  minor  re- 
pairs were  made  and  whatever  funds  were  available  were  properly 
applied  to  taking  care  of  the  personnel  at  the  library  and  in  pur- 
chasing new  books.  Full  details  of  these  expenditures  are,  of 
course,  covered  in  the  Treasurer's  Report,  and  the  story  of  how 
the  library  is  used  is  clearly  conveyed  in  the  report  of  the  Librarian. 

In  closing,  the  Directors  would  like  the  opportunity  of  bringing 
to  your  attention  the  fact  that  Cohasset  has  a  library  the  equal  of 
any  town  of  similar  size.  We  feel  that  the  selection  of  books  is 
wisely  considered  and  we  have  taken  particular  attention  to  pro- 
vide suitable  reading  for  young  people.  We  call  to  your  attention 
in  the  Librarian's  report,  the  number  of  book-withdrawals  by 
juveniles.  This  is  an  extremely  important  service  rendered  by  the 
library  and  every  effort  will  be  made  to  improve  and  further  this 
relationship  between  the  library  and  the  young  people  of  Cohasset. 
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The   complete   reports   of   the    Treasurer   and    Librarian   are 
appended  herewith.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN  OF  THE 
PAUL  PRATT  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 

To  the  Directors  of  the  Paul  Pratt  Memorial  Library: 

The  year  1948  has  been  a  consistently  busy  one  at  the  Library. 
The  general  circulation  shows  an  increase  and  there  has  been  an 
increase  in  the  use  of  the  Library  for  research  and  general  reading 
and  study.  This  also  applies  to  the  Children's  room.  In  the  reading 
room  for  the  adults  we  have  the  added  attraction  of  a  new  1948 
Brittanica,  and  a  Merriam  Webster  Dictionary  with  a  new  word 
section.  In  addition  to  the  ordinary  run  of  fiction  and  non-fiction 
added  to  the  Library's  collection  this  past  year,  many  books  of  per- 
manent value  have  been  acquired. 

We  had  an  exceptionally  successful  Book  Week  in  November; 
the  Librarians  and  the  young  people  mutually  agreeing  that  it  was 
enjoyed  by  all.  We  have  continued  our  story  hours  this  year,  and 
the  attendance  has  increased.  We  are  also  continuing  our  library 
instruction  groups  using  the  fifth  grade  pupils  as  the  most  likely 
to  receive  benefit  from  this  type  of  instruction.  We  have  had  excel- 
lent co-operation  from  the  teachers  in  the  Ripley  Road  School  and 
the  Osgood  School  in  all  our  undertakings.  The  monthly  deposit  of 
books  to  the  Ripley  Road  School  was  resumed  with  the  beginning  of 
the  school  year,  and  an  increase  is  shown  in  the  number  of  children 
reading  for  certificates  on  the  State  reading  lists. 

The  Division  of  Public  Libraries  and  the  Boston  Public  Library 
have  been  very  co-operative  in  loaning  books  for  study  and  research 
that  we  do  not  have  in  our  own  collection.  Miss  Stoddard,  Librarian 
of  the  Beechwood  Branch,  has  made  her  usual  selections  of  books  for 
temporary  deposit  at  the  Beechwood  Library. 

The  Amateur  Garden  Club  had  many  beautiful  floral  arrange- 
ments at  the  Library  from  June  until  October,  and  the  following 
people  have  been  generous  in  the  time  and  thought  they  have  given 
to  exhibits  in  the  reading  room:    Miss  Mary  Fleming,  Mrs.  Paul 
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Winsor,  Mrs.  Victor  Kloppenburg,  Jo  Anne  Kloppenburg  and  Mrs. 
Walter  Binnian.  During  the  month  of  November  we  had  an  inter- 
esting exhibit  of  Mr.  Maclvor  Reddie's  paintings.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 
TOWN  HISTORY 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Cohasset,  Massachusetts : 

Your  Committee  on  Town  History  organized  promptly  after 
their  appointment  in  late  March  1948,  and  have  held  seven  regular 
meetings  of  the  full  Committee  and  numerous  subcommittee  meet- 
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ings  since  that  time.  The  initial  problem  of  the  Committee  is  to 
collect  and  classify  all  obtainable  source  materials  for  a  new  volume 
of  the  Narrative  History  of  Cohasset,  covering  the  period  from 
1898  to  the  present.  To  this  end  the  Committee  was  divided  into 
seven  subcommittees  with  the  following  special  functions:  Editorial, 
Photos  and  Maps,  Town  Records,  Town  Organizations,  Military  His- 
tory, Physical  Changes  in  Town,  Impact  of  Science.  A  four-drawer 
filing  cabinet  was  purchased  and  each  subcommittee  has  been 
steadily  at  work  collecting  material  having  to  do  with  its  particular 
problem.  This  material  is  being  filed  by  subject  headings  and  a 
preliminary  chronological  outline  of  events  year  by  year  during 
the  fifty-year  period  is  in  preparation.  Various  members  of  the 
Committee  have  prepared  short  summaries  of  some  of  the  material 
submitted. 

Publicity  for  the  work  of  the  Committee  has  been  placed  in 
local  newspapers  and  in  a  letter  to  members  of  the  Cohasset  His- 
torical Society  in  order  to  encourage  citizens  to  provide  us  with 
wanted  material.  Members  of  the  Committee  also  have  done  per- 
sonal solicitation  of  the  business  organizations  and  voluntary  asso- 
ciations in  Cohasset  in  order  to  obtain  their  histories.  Necessarily 
this  work  takes  time  and  proceeds  rather  slowly.  We  could  wish 
that  some  of  this  material  would  come  in  faster. 

Nevertheless,  we  are  making  progress  about  as  fast  as  did  the 
original  Committee  on  Town  History  in  the  years  from  1894  to 
1896.  We  do  not  feel  that  the  material  is  yet  complete  enough  to 
start  writing  the  volume,  but  we  should  do  so  during  the  next  year. 
Our  expenditures  are  thus  far  very  small,  and  I  consider  that  the 
balance  of  $922.85  still  remaining  in  our  appropriation  should  be 
ample  to  complete  the  manuscript.  We  recommend  that  the  Com- 
mittee be  continued  for  another  year  unchanged.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen  of  Cohasset : 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  your  Town  is  in  excellent  financial 
condition.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  December  31,  1948,  our  valu- 
ation in  Real  Estate  and  Property  tax  totaled  $10,114,378.00. 
We  can  not  at  this  writing  definitely  tell  you  the  increase  in  new  real 
estate  except  that  it  will  be  considerable.  Our  tax  rate  of  $39.00  per 
thousand  is  below  the  average  of  the  State.  We  hope  by  continual 
prudent  spending  by  the  taxpayers  to  keep  it  at  this  figure.  We  have 
in  Excess  and  Deficiency  a  greater  surplus  than  in  many  years. 

As  we  reported  last  year  we  have  taken  advantage  of  Chapter 
90  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  to  receive  financial 
assistance  from  the  State  and  County  for  public  works.    This  of 
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course  refers  to  the  work  of  removing  the  part  of  the  ledge  on  Bor- 
der Street.  The  road  at  this  point  will  be  widened  approximately 
thirty  feet.  This  widening  only  widens  that  portion  of  Border  Street 
where  the  ledge  protrudes,  making  a  most  dangerous  hazard.  Con- 
tracts for  this  job  will  be  let  in  the  near  future  and  work  will  be 
started  in  the  Spring. 

Milliken  Field  house  has  been  renovated  in  accordance  with 
your  vote  of  last  year.  We  found,  however,  that  insufficient  funds 
were  appropriated  to  complete  this  job.  We  are  asking  $1,200.00  in 
this  warrant  for  this  purpose  and  recommend  that  this  amount  be 
appropriated. 

In  keeping  with  our  policy  of  keeping  town  property  in  repair 
the  ladies'  and  gentlemen's  washrooms  at  the  Town  Hall  have  been 
painted,  and  the  town  hall  floor  has  been  given  a  resurfacing.  Each 
year  we  have  laid  out  a  plan  to  continue  painting  and  repairing. 
This  year  we  recommend  painting  the  remaining  offices  on  the  sec- 
ond floor.  With  this  work  completed  your  Town  Hall  within  a  period 
of  three  years  has  been  completely  done  over.  The  exterior  of  the 
Town  Hall  has  not  been  painted  since  the  war.  The  paint  is  in  very 
poor  condition  and  we  recommend  that  the  hall  be  painted  this  year 
and  trust  you  will  appropriate  the  necessary  funds. 

The  South  Shore  Players  have  leased  the  Town  Hall  for  the- 
atrical productions  for  a  number  of  years.  A  group  of  Cohasset  citi- 
zens, who  originally  interested  the  South  Shore  Players  to  come  to 
Cohasset,  have  formed  an  association  known  as  the  South  Shore 
Playhouse  Associates.  Their  purpose  is  to  promote  a  Community 
Theatre  to  produce  the  best  of  plays  during  the  Summer  months,  as 
well  as  a  training  school  for  aspiring  actors  and  actresses.  This 
Board  unanimously  voted  to  co-operate  with  this  new  group  by  leas- 
ing the  Town  Hall  to  them  for  the  next  Summer  and  wish  them 
success  in  this  venture. 

Government  Island  was  purchased  for  the  sum  of  $29,000.00  in 
1946.  Since  acquiring  this  property  we  have  seen  as  you  have,  the 
trend  to  develop  this  as  a  recreation  area.  We  realize,  of  course, 
that  there  has  been  much  controversy  over  the  disposition  of  the 
property.  Some  wanted  to  sell  the  buildings  with  part  of  the  land, 
others  wanted  to  keep  the  entire  property.  We  have  repaired  the 
wharf  which  is  used  extensively  by  our  lobster  fishermen  as  well  as 
visiting  yachtsmen.  Many  people  have  used  this  to  fish  from. 

This  past  year  the  Red  Cross  had  to  have  a  beach  for  their 
swimming  program.  We  built  a  small  beach  and  obtained  the  loan 
of  a  float  from  Mr.  Drinkwater,  to  which  a  diving  board  was  in- 
stalled. We  appreciate  the  loan  of  this  float  and  we  are  asking  the 
Town  to  appropriate  sufficient  funds  to  erect  a  new  float  for  our 
boys  and  girls.  The  small  house  was  made  available  for  headquar- 
ters for  the  swimming  instructor,  as  well  as  the  toilet  facilities  for 
the  classes.  Over  250  children  participated  in  this  program  and  we 
recommend  appropriating  the  funds  the  Advisory  Board  recommend. 
In  the  warrant  we  have  inserted  an  article  to  see  if  you  want  to  re- 
tain Government  Island  in  its  entirety  or  to  sell  the  buildings  and 
part  of  the  land.  Your  Selectmen  will  be  guided  by  your  decision. 
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It  is  with  many  thanks  that  this  Board  acknowledges  the  co- 
operation and  help  of  Mr.  Edwin  H.  Steele,  Chairman  of  the  local 
Red  Cross  Chapter,  Mrs.  Faxon  Ogden,  Chairman  of  the  Swimming 
Program,  Edward  J.  Antoine,  Harbor  Master,  and  William  Barnes, 
Highway  Surveyor.  Without  this  coordinated  effort  the  Red  Cross 
program  would  not  have  been  possible  this  past  Summer. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  extend  our  appreciation  and  thanks- 
to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Albert  W.  Todd  for  their  beautiful  gift  to  the  Town 
of  the  living  memorial  at  the  junction  of  Todd  Road  and  Beechwood 
Street  in  memory  of  their  son,  Lt.  Norman  Mackintosh  Todd. 

During  the  past  several  years  we  have  decorated  the  Town 
Hall,  Honor  Roll  and  Christmas  tree.  In  keeping  with  the  spirit  of 
Christmas  we  hope  you  will  continue  to  appropriate  for  this  purpose. 

For  your  consideration  at  the  coming  Town  Meeting  will  be  the 
purchasing  of  the  Cohasset  Water  Company.  We  feel  the  Water 
Committee,  who  have  worked  on  this  project  for  over  three  years, 
are  to  be  commended  for  doing  such  a  grand  job.  Mr.  Frederick 
Thayer,  Town  Counsel,  has  spent  many  hours  on  this  job  and  is  to 
be  congratulated  for  a  job  well  done.  We  recommend  that  the  nego- 
tiated purchase  price  that  will  be  presented  to  you  by  the  Water 
Committee  be  accepted  in  its  entirety. 

One  of  the  most  important  committees  this  past  year  is  that  of 
the  Sewage  Investigating  Committee,  Dr.  Howard  Reid  and  Mr. 
Kinsley  Durant,  Co-Chairmen,  Mr.  Nathaniel  Hurwitz,  Mr.  Fred 
Sullivan,  Mr.  Charles  H.  Mapes,  Mr.  Edward  Tower  and  Mr.  Paul 
Blackmur.  We  suggest  that  you  read  carefully  the  report  of  this 
committee  because  the  sewage  conditions  that  exist  are  vital  to  all 
of  us,  and  a  necessary  must  because  if  our  town  does  not  take  some 
definite  action  the  State  will  step  in  and  demand  that  we  do  so. 
Therefore,  we  definitely  recommend  that  the  article  covering  this 
subject  be  approved. 

We  are  greatly  indebted  to  the  Advisory  Committee  for  their 
untiring  efforts  in  investigating  thoroughly  each  and  every  budget 
presented  to  them.  This  group  for  the  past  several  years  have  had 
sub-committees  within  their  group  to  go  into  every  detail  of  a  par- 
ticular department  to  see  if  expenditures  for  that  department  are 
warranted.  This  method  of  fairness  and  impartiality  is  appreciated 
by  all  department  heads.  We  say  to  them  all  many  thanks  for  this 
service  to  their  town. 

We  recognize  the  interest  shown  by  several  of  our  citizens.  We 
refer  to  Mr.  J.  F.  McElwain,  who  with  his  enthusiasm  and  backing 
has  made  possible  the  renovation  of  the  Doane  House  for  a  Com- 
munity Centre,  and  to  Mr.  Ernest  G.  Howes,  who  by  his  interest  in 
the  recently  organized  South  Shore  Playhouse  Associates,  has  given 
that  group  his  support  to  insure  a  local  community  theatre. 

Mrs.  Hugh  Bancroft,  Sr.,  has  given  her  property  to  the  South 
Shore  Playhouse  Associates  for  the  erection,  at  a  future  date,  of  a 
Community  Theatre.  To  all  of  them  we  thank  them  on  behalf  of  the 
town  for  their  interest  in  community  projects. 

No  town  is  run  without  the  co-operation  of  department  heads 
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and  their  employees.  Your  town  is  fortunate  in  having  capable  em- 
ployees. We  appreciate  their  co-operation  and  loyalty  in  administer- 
ing their  respective  jobs. 

Many  citizens  have  commended  this  Board  on  the  appearance  of 
our  beautiful  Common  and  various  Parks.  It  is  the  policy  of  this 
Board,  and  will  continue  to  be,  to  keep  reseeding  and  fertilizing  the 
Common  a  little  each  year  to  keep  it  in  tip-top  shape. 

The  Veterans'  Housing  Project  is  rapidly  developing.  Roads 
have  been  built  and  several  houses  are  under  construction.  To  com- 
plete this  project  it  is  necessary  to  install  water  mains.  You  will  be 
asked  to  appropriate  funds  for  the  completion  of  this  housing 
project.  We  recommend  that  such  funds  be  made  available  to  com- 
plete this  project. 

One  of  the  members  of  the  Board  retires  at  the  expiration  of  his 
term.  He  wishes  to  thank  the  Town  Employees,  the  Town  Counsel 
for  his  guidance,  and  his  two  colleagues  on  the  Board  and  all  citizens 
for  their  loyalty  and  confidence  given  him  during  his  tenure  of  office.

REPORT  OF  HARBOR  MASTER 

The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Cohasset,  Mass. 

Gentlemen : 

The  year  of  1948  was  again  a  very  busy  year  at  the  Harbor. 
Boating  is  still  on  the  increase,  both  for  pleasure  and  commercial 
use.  Dredging  is  needed  desperately  to  handle  this  increase. 

In  the  Spring  a  new  walkway  was  built  for  the  Margin  Street 
float,  which  was  damaged  by  ice  the  previous  winter.  The  outside 
piers  for  this  were  bedded  in  concrete  foundations  in  the  hope  of 
avoiding  such  ice  damage  in  the  future. 

A  new  float  for  the  Government  Island  was  also  constructed 
and  in  use  all  summer.  This  new  float  is  used  by  the  fishermen  and 
boatmen.  We  are  in  hopes  this  pier  and  float  will  become  an  all-fish- 
erman landing.  The  old  float  from  this  island  pier  was  temporarily 
repaired  and  a  diving  board  placed  on  it  for  use  as  a  swimming  float 
for  the  community  children  and  Red  Cross  instruction.  This  float 
was  not  good  enough  for  use  although  we  were  able  to  get  by  for 
the  season.  I  w^ould  recommend  a  new  float  with  diving  boards  be 
built  for  this  purpose. 

At  your  request,  gentlemen,  and  the  request  of  the  Red  Cross, 
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and  with  the  aid  of  Mr.  Barnes,  the  Highway  Surveyor,  we  con- 
structed a  small  beach  at  the  island  to  aid  the  Red  Cross  swimming 
instruction. 

This  beach  should  be  made  larger  and  the  rocks  removed  from  it, 
to  take  care  of  the  large  number  of  children  that  take  instruction  in 
these  classes. 

In  the  Lower  House  on  the  island  I  had  the  water  turned  on 
and  repaired  it  enough  to  be  used  by  the  children  who  took  part  in 
the  Red  Cross  lessons  to  use  for  dressing  rooms  and  instruction  in 
bad  weather. 

I  feel  that  the  Government  Island  last  year  through  these 
numerous  activities  became  a  useful  asset  to  the  Town. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  you  gentlemen,  the  Selectmen,  for 
your  full  support  at  all  times.  To  the  fishermen  and  yachtsmen,  for 
their  co-operation,  and  to  the  bait-truckers  for  a  good  job  in  keeping 
the  bait-landings  clean.

REPORT  OF  THE  NEW  SCHOOL  BUILDING 
COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Cohasset : 

The  Architect,  Edgar  T.  P.  Walker,  and  Consultants,  Nichols 
&  Sibley,  have  completed  plans,  specifications  and  drawings  for  the 
New  School  Building. 

Requests  for  bids  had  been  made  which  were  to  be  opened  Feb- 
ruary 11,  1949,  and  it  had  been  expected  the  inhabitants  could  have 
been  advised  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  a  definite  bid  price  for 
and  at  which  the  school  could  be  constructed. 

However,  due  to  delay,  the  Bill  now  pending  before  the  General 
Court  for  authority  to  borrow  money  beyond  the  debt  limit  was  not 
enacted  by  the  Legislature  prior  to  the  time  for  closing  of  the 
Warrant. 

Moreover,  other  legislation  has  been  introduced  in  the  State 
General  Court  which,  if  enacted,  would  result  in  municipalities  being 
granted  a  lump  sum  aid  to  construction  rather  than  to  be  reim- 
bursed one-twentieth  of  the  aid  each  year  over  the  twenty-year 
period  of  the  loan. 

A  third  and  more  important  matter  is  legislation  pending  be- 
fore Congress  of  the  United  States  which,  if  enacted,  would  provide 
Federal  aid  to  construction  of  school  buildings  in  an  amount  equal  to 
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the  combined  sums  made  available  for  the  purpose  by  the  state  and 
municipality.   These  Bills  are  not,  in  their  present  form,  retroactive. 

The  entire  educational  program,  we  are  informed,  is  third  in 
importance  listed  and  on  the  timetable  for  Congressional  considera- 
tion. 

For  these  reasons,  the  submission  of  appropriate  Articles  in  the 
Warrant  for  the  1949  Annual  Town  Meeting  calling  for  authority 
and  funds  through  borrowing  to  construct  a  New  School  Building 
was  considered  by  this  Committee  untimely  and  a  matter  to  be  held 
in  abeyance  awaiting  the  result  of  such  pending  legislation.

REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  INVESTIGATION 
COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Cohasset : 

As  you  were  advised  last  year  after  long  litigation  the  Town 
was  successful  in  obtaining  the  decision  from  the  Massachusetts 
Supreme  Court  which  cleared  the  way  for  the  next  step  of  securing 
an  appraisal  by  our  engineers.  The  firm  of  Metcalf  &  Eddy,  well- 
known  hydraulic  consulting  engineers,  was  engaged  and  completed 
its  work  last  summer. 

In  any  business  transaction  of  this  type  nowadays  the  impact 
of  taxes  must  be  given  first  consideration.  With  this  in  mind  your 
Town  Counsel  next  filed  a  bill  in  the  Legislature  to  permit  the  Town 
to  purchase  the  stock  and  liquidate  same  rather  than  the  physical 
property  of  the  company.  This  bill  was  passed  by  the  Legislature 
shortly  before  adjournment  in  1948.  This  method  of  purchase  repre- 
sents a  substantial  savings,  possibly  $75,000  over  the  probable  pur- 
chase price  of  the  physical  property. 

The  next  step  was  for  your  Town  Counsel  to  get  in  touch  with 
the  owners  of  the  water  company  stock.  Negotiations  and  bargain- 
ing over  the  purchase  of  the  stock  have  been  going  on  since  last  July 
and  January  29,  this  year,  a  contract  was  finally  entered  into  be- 
tween the  owners  of  the  stock,  Greenwich  Water  System,  Inc.,  and 
the  Town.  In  essence  the  contract  provides  for  the  ownership  of 
the  water  system  for  a  base  price  as  of  March  2,  1946,  of  about 
$384,000.  To  this  base  price  must  be  added  extensions  and  better- 
ments authorized  by  the  Town  to  the  date  of  closing. 

The  alternative  to  the  foregoing  method  of  purchase  is  a  long 
drawn  out  legal  procedure  before  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
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Public  Utilities  and  the  Massachusetts  Supreme  Court.  This  proce- 
dure would  involve  the  hiring  of  expensive  experts  to  give  testimony, 
further  legal  expenses  and  prolonged  hearings  with  an  unknown  re- 
sult in  regard  to  the  ultimate  price  to  be  paid.  Inasmuch  as  the 
physical  property  would  have  to  be  purchased  in  this  procedure  any 
price  determined  by  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Supreme  Court  would  take  into  consideration  the 
federal  taxes  involved. 

Among  other  things  the  purchase  contract  now  in  our  posses- 
sion depends  upon  the  obtaining  of  a  closing  agreement  executed  by 
the  Federal  Income  Tax  Commissioner  and  the  U.  S.  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  stating  that  no  recognizable  income  taxes  will  be  pay- 
able either  by  the  water  company  or  the  Town  as  a  result  of  this 
transaction.  This  precedent  has  already  been  established  in  the 
Bangor,  Pennsylvania  water  system  purchase  where  a  closing 
agreement  was  obtained  on  facts  almost  identical  to  those  present 
in  our  case. 

Metcalf  &  Eddy  arrive  at  a  reproduction  cost  new  of  $676,500 
for  the  system  and  applying  straight-line  depreciation  a  depreciated 
reproduction  cost  of  $433,000.  Metcalf  &  Eddy's  examination  also 
included  a  study  as  to  the  present  condition  and  capabilities  of  the 
system  and  they  found  that  it  is  in  good  condition  and  in  shape  to 
give  service  for  many  years.  The  water  company  engineers  arrived 
as  might  be  expected  at  higher  figures.  Of  course,  these  figures  are 
all  as  of  March  2,  1946.  If  the  property  were  valued  today,  they 
would  be  much  higher. 

Your  Committee  believes  the  base  price  of  $334,000  to  be  fair. 
The  water  system  produces  about  $47,000  a  year  in  revenues.  Oper- 
ating expenses  run  about  $22,000  per  year  leaving  $25,000  available 
to  pay  principal  and  interest  on  any  debt  which  might  be  incurred. 
It.  is  probable  that  debt  service  would  amount  initially  to  around 
$21,000  a  year  on  the  bonds  to  be  outstanding. 

The  success  of  any  self -liquidating  municipal  utility  enterprise 
depends  upon  sound  business  principles.  Additions  and  extensions 
that  are  not  prudent  investments  should  not  be  made  at  the  expense 
of  the  taxpayers.  Over  a  long  period  of  time  the  experience  with  the 
private  water  company  has  been  that  desirable  extensions  and  im- 
provements in  fire  protection  which  would  result  in  opening  up  new 
areas  and  thus  adding  taxable  real  estate  values  have  been  ne- 
glected. 

As  you  already  know  the  Legislature  has  provided  that  under 
Town  ownership  the  system  "shall  be  managed,  improved  and  con- 
trolled by  three  elective  water  commissioners  who  shall  hold  no  other 
office  in  the  Town  and  if  said  commissioners  should  refuse  to  extend 
water  mains  to  sections  of  the  Town  not  previously  supplied,  a  two- 
thirds  vote  shall  be  necessary  to  annul  such  refusal." 

While  there  has  been  a  considerable  lapse  of  time  in  arriving  at 
this  stage,  there  is  consolation  in  the  fact  that  these  proceedings 
have  prevented  a  water  rate  increase  for  the  Town.  This  same  group 
which  owns  private  water  companies  in  Dedham,  Hingham  and  Hull 
has  obtained  in  the  first  instance  a  $7.00  increase  per  customer  and 
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in  the  second  and  third  instances  $4.00  per  customer.  Other  private 
water  companies  in  this  State  have  also  obtained  or  applied  for  rate 
increases.  So  far  we  know  of  no  nearby  municipal  water  system 
that  has  raised  rates. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  this  system  is  a  very  desir- 
able asset  at  an  advantageous  price.  It  is  a  pity  that  it  was  not 
acquired  years  ago.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Cohasset: 

During  the  year  your  School  Committee  has  spent  many  hours 
at  committee  sessions  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  a  school 
system  that  is  second  to  none  for  a  town  of  our  size. 

There  are  many  problems  that  confront  us  in  these  days  of 
high  cost  and  increased  school  population. 

We  have  put  back  in  schedule  a  painting  program  and  have 
started  a  program  of  weatherstripping  the  doors  at  the  Ripley 
Road  School.  It  was  also  found  necessary  to  replace  the  tar  and 
gravel  roof  of  the  building.  It  should  be  called  to  the  attention 
of  the  citizens  that  there  is  a  serious  problem  of  overcrowding  at 
the  Ripley  Road  School  and  that  something  will  have  to  be  done 
shortly  to  correct  this  as  it  will  be  worse  as  time  goes  on.  This  fact 
has  caused  your  committee  much  concern  because  we  realize  that 
at  least  four  new  rooms  are  needed,  but  we  are  reluctant  to  recom- 
mend the  addition  at  this  time  because  of  the  high  cost. 

At  the  Osgood  School  there  are  many  repairs  and  renovations 
needed  because  of  the  age  of  the  building  and  the  postponement 
of  any  major  repairs  for  several  years  because  it  has  been  antici- 
pated that  a  new  Junior-Senior  High  School  would  be  built  soon. 
If  a  new  school  is  not  built,  it  will  be  necessary  to  spend  a  large 
amount  on  this  building  to  make  it  safe  and  sanitary. 

An  expanded  health  program  has  been  put  into  effect  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  Fernald.  In  addition  to  the  regular  examina- 
tion, the  eyes  and  ears  of  all  the  pupils  have  been  examined  and 
the  cafeteria  and  toilets  are  regularly  inspected.

The  national  increase  in  school  population  which  had  its  start 
in  September  of  1947  was  reflected  in  our  elementary  school. 
Entering  classes  in  our  kindergarten  will  equal  or  exceed  the  figure 
established  in  1947  for  at  least  the  next  seven  years.  This  increased 
enrollment  can  largely  be  traced  to  the  higher  birth  rate ;  but  the 
number  of  new  homes  in   Cohasset  should   not  be   discounted   in 
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planning  to  house  our  school  population.  Many  of  our  neighboring 
towns  have  already  instituted  a  building  program  to  cope  with  this 
situation.  I  feel  that  this  town  also  will  meet  its  obligations  and 
opportunities  in  this  respect.

The  tables  recording  enrollments  in  each  school  by  grades  for 
the  past  ten  years  show  the  increasing  elementary  attendance.  The 
figures  for  1948  show  182  pupils  in  grades  1,  2,  and  3  and  132  in 
grades  4,  5,  and  6.  It  is  fair  to  assume  that  within  three  years 
grades  1-6  will  enroll  at  least  50  more  pupils  than  at  present.  The 
Junior-Senior  high  school  picture  differs  only  in  the  matter  of  time. 
Its  enrollment  went  steadily  down  during  the  war  years,  but  has 
now  started  to  increase  and  by  1953  the  increase  should  be  acceler- 
ated. Each  year  the  enrollment  should  increase  and  a  peak  not 
be  reached  until  after  1959. 

In  planning  for  accommodations  for  the  elementary  school, 
we  should  think  of  terms  of  500  pupils.  The  plans  for  a  new  Junior- 
Senior  High  School  are  based  upon  a  300-pupil  enrollment. 
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The  musical  program  has  been  further  developed  throughout 
the  sfhool  system.  A  school  band  of  25  pieces  has  been  organized. 
This  band  made  a  public  appearance  at  the  Thankss^iving  Day  foot- 
ball game.  Uniforms  have  been  purchased  through  the  generosity 
of  many  citizens  who  responded  freely  to  a  tag  dav  and  a  letter 
of  solicitation.  Fifty-five  students  are  receivinsr  some  instruction 
in  nlaving  musical  instruments.  It  is  planned  to  organize  a  junior 
high  band  and  an  elementary  band  as  a  feeder  for  the  high  school 
band. 

The  health  program  throusrhout  the  schools  has  been  strengths 
ened  bv  the  work  of  Dr.  Mario^i  Fernald,  who  was  appointed  as 
school  physician  in  January.  The  thoroughness  of  the  phvsical 
examination  has  been  increased.  A  re/nort  svstem  for  use  by  the 
classroom  teachers  has  been  instituted  at  the  elementary  school 
for  closer  ro-ordination  of  health  check-ups.  The  reports  of  the 
school  physician  and  the  school  nurse  appear. 

Standardized  tests  are  given  throup-hout  the  schools  to  furnish 
information  about  the  capabilities,  arhi'^vements  and  intere-^ts  of 
our  pupils.  In  the  elementary  s*^hool  the  Pintn^r-Cunningham  Group 
Intellip-enf'e  and  the  Metron'^litan  heading-  Peadi'^e^s  Te<=ts  are 
given  in  the  first  p-rade.  Reading  prosrress  is  te«^-ed  in  p'rades  1-3 
bv  the  Gates  Reading  Test.  Gmdes  4-S  take  th^*  Stanford  complete 
batterv  of  tests  f'overing  all  subiects  at  t>ie  end  of  ^^ci/'h  •^'■ear.  The 
hisrh  school  pupils  are  given  the  Iowa  Te«+s  of  Educational  De- 
velonment  early  in  the  fall  of  each  -'^par.  T^o  9th  sr'^ad'^  is  p-iven 
the  S.  R-  A.  Mental  Abilities  Tf^^t  and  the  Kuder  Prefp>-pn^p  Te=:t. 
The  1.1th  grade  has  the  comnlete  "J^attery  o-P  tests  administered 
bv  the  Boston  University  Testing  Service,  The  r^^ults  of  all  of 
these  tests  are  useful  in  guidance  of  the  pupil  in  his  school  work 
and  plans  for  his  future. 

The  tests  naturallv  form  some  basis  for  a  check  on  the  results 
of  our  system.  Equallv  imnortant  is  the  foilATv--uT)  on  wh^t  our 
graduates  are  doing.  Rougrhlv  o-rouped,  they  fall  into  three  classes 
which  m.ust  be  equally  considered  in  the  his:h  school  program. 
The  college-going  group,  and  there  were  7  in  la«t  year's  p-raduating 
class  of  88.  has  alwavs  been  well  nrovided  for.  Another  group 
enrolls  for  specialized  training  in  other  in<=titutionc?  such  as  busi- 
ness schools,  nursing  schools  or-  technical  s-^hools.  These  numbered 
8  in  the  cla=s  of  19-^8.  Possiblv  the  p-reatpst  re«ponsibilitv  of  the 
high  school  is  y\^ith  those  v^ho  pjraduate  and  terminate  their  formal 
education.  We  believe  that  we  have  made  considerable  progress 
for  the  benefit  of  that  group. 

Repairs  and  maintenance  of  the  school  plant  is  a  problem 
which  we  are  trying  to  put  on  a  systematic  basis.  During  the  past 
year  the  following  major  work  has  been  done  on  the  Ripley  Road 
School : 

1.  Interior    painting    program    continued    in    classrooms    and 
hallways. 

2.  An  entirely  new  tar  and  gravel  roof  v/as  put  on  the  school. 
8.    All  locks  and  door  fixtures  were  checked  and  repaired. 

4.  All  classroom  doors  were  weatherstripped. 

5.  A  master  clock  for  ringing  bells  was  installed. 
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In  the  Osgood  School: 

1.  Two  classrooms  were  painted. 

2.  Lower  hallway  floor  was  sanded  and  refinished. 

3.  New  tar  roof  over  the  typewriting  room. 

4.  The  east  fire  escape  was  repaired,  and  all  corroded  iron- 
work removed. 

5.  One  smoke  stack  was  patched  and  supported. 

6.  Two  chimneys  repointed. 

The  maintenance  program  at  the  Ripley  Road  School  for  the 
next  year  should  include: 

1.  Interior  painting. 

2.  Painting  of  exterior  trim. 

3.  Replacement  of  classroom  clocks. 

4.  Thorough  checking  of  heating  system. 

5.  Start  of  a  program  of  waterproofing  and  repointing  the 
exterior  walls. 

The  program  of  maintenance  for  the  Osgood  School  will  depend 
somewhat  on  the  action  of  the  town  in  regard  to  a  new  building. 
If  the  Osgood  School  is  to  be  used  for  any  period  of  time,  consider- 
able money  should  be  spent  each  year  on  a  program  which  should 
be  instituted  immediately.  Some  of  the  items  which  would  be  in- 
cluded are  thorough  renovation  of  all  lavatories  and  toilets,  painting 
of  exterior  trim,  painting  of  the  fire  escape,  painting  of  all  interior 
hallways,  roof  repairs,  repointing  of  brickwork  in  foundations 
and  chimneys,  installation  of  two  new  smoke  stacks,  replacement 
of  some  interior  ceilings,  rearrangement  of  partitions  providing 
more  administrative  office  space  and  more  classrooms.  I  believe  that 
this  school  should  have  one  oil  burner  installed. 

During  the  coming  year  the  committee  on  plans  for  a  new 
Junior-Senior  High  School  will  submit  its  report  and  the  town  will 
be  asked  to  take  action.  In  my  opinion,  the  secondary  education 
in  this  town  would  be  materially  improved.  Improved  facilities 
would  be  evidenced  in  many  areas  in  a  new  building  which  would: 

1.  Give  adequate  space  and  functional  design  for  laboratory 
work  in  the  sciences. 

2.  Provide  an  opportunity  for  a  physical  educational  program 
for  boys. 

3.  Modernize  the  home  economics  laboratory. 

4.  Improve  shop  facilities. 

5.  Provide  a  school  library. 

6.  Provide  an  assembly  hall  with  a  stage  and  equipment  which 
will  allow  development  of  dramatic  arts,  public  speaking, 
and  the  musical  program. 

7.  Provide  space  for  more  efficient  health  examinations. 

8.  Will  provide  space  for  improved  functioning  of  the  guid- 
ance program. 

The  above  points  are  definitely  limited  or  handicapped  by  the 
present  building.  Some  other  advantages  general  in  nature,  less 
readily  measured  objectively  but  real  may  be  stated.  The  environ- 
mental conditions  of  lighting,  ventilation  and  heat  will  be  better. 
The  school  assembly  hall  and  the  entire  building  will  have  the  full 
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approval  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety.  The  buildings  will 
command  more  respect  for  property.  The  site  will  be  nearer  the 
playground  and  will  increase  the  availability  of  that  to  more 
students.  The  building  will  be  economical  to  maintain.  The  plans 
contemplate  and  the  site  will  allow  future  expansion.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 

Regular  physical  examinations  were  carried  on  as  usual.  The 
Massachusetts  Vision  Test  was  given  to  all  pupils  using  apparatus 
loaned  by  the  State  and  following  State  rules. 

An  attempt  was  made  throughout  the  year  to  have  closer  con- 
tact between  pupils,  teachers  and  parents  in  health  education  and 
disease  prevention.  New  text  books  for  health  education  were  pur- 
chased for  the  Ripley  Road  School. 

Pupils  reported  by  teachers  as  having  physical  or  behavior 
difficulties  were  given  a  special  examination  by  the  physician  and 
conferences  with  parents  were  held  when  necessary. 

There  was  a  low  incidence  of  contagious  disease,  four  cases  of 
scarlet  fever  during  the  Spring  term  and  no  case  of  any  contagious 
nature  during  the  Fall  term. 

In  December  the  first  meeting  of  the  new  Student  Health  Coun- 
cil was  held.  Representatives  from  the  School,  Board  of  Health, 
School  Committee  and  Social  Service  League  are  on  the  Council. 
It  is  designed  to  bring  about  closer  co-ordination  between  all  the 
health  agencies  of  the  Tovni.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  COUNSEL 

February  9,  1949 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  append  hereto  an  itemized  statement  of  the  time  devoted  to 
Town  affairs  exclusive  of  time  devoted  to  the  Water  Company  pur- 
chase since  my  report  of  last  year. 

The  general  comments  in  last  year's  report  are  applicable  to 
this,  and  it  vi^ould  serve  no  useful  purpose  to  repeat  them.  A  brief 
reference  to  that  report  and  perusal  of  the  attached  statement 
will  serve  to  acquaint  our  citizens  with  some  of  the  problems  with 
which  their  officials  are  faced  and  are  referred  to  me. 

We  all  look  forward  and  hope  for  the  time  when  demands 
will  diminish  and  consequent  expenses  be  curtailed. 

The  matter  of  the  New  School  has  been  temporarily  held  in 
abeyance  awaiting  the  outcome  of  certain  pending  legislation,  more 
particularly  H.  R.  No.  1766  in  Congress,  which,  if  enacted,  would 
provide  a  grant  in  aid  of  construction  of  one-half  the  cost. 

The  Water  Company  purchase  has  finally  arrived  at  a  stage 
where  something  of  a  definite  nature  is  being  submitted  to  the 
voters  for  consideration  and  further  action. 

For  further  details  as  to  both  the  School  and  Water  situations, 
reference  is  made  and  attention  called  to  the  reports  of  the  respec- 
tive Committees  contained  herein  in  preparation  of  which  I  joined. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  and  all  my  fellow  citizens  for  the 
privilege  of  serving  and  the  cooperation  extended.
